Income  Tax  Reform  Is  Toon  Overdue 


\ \ J HISFERS  a re  growing  on  Parliament 
VV  Hill  at  Ottawa  that  heavy  tax  reduc- 
tions may  show  In  the  next  Federal 
budget  when  it  is  brought  down.  The  rea 
son  cited  is  usually  that  It  will  be  a pre- 
election year,  and  that  such  things  as  baby- 
bonuses,  social  security  and  universal  old 
age  pensions  may  receive  at  least  token  bows 
from  the  Administration  before  It  goes  to 
the  country.  Even  if  there  were  no  election 
however,  it  would  still  be  time  for  taxation 
reform.  The  over-collection  of  almost  $500,- 
000.000  from  the  taxpayers  In  the  first  six 
months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  took  place 
within  the  sight  of  all,  and  that  cannot  go 
on  Indefinitely. 

Wliile  there  are  hiany  forms  of  taxation, 
there  are  few  adjustments  which  would 
have  a more  direct  result  than  the  restora- 
tion of  the  single  and  family  exemptions 
under  thp  Income  Tax  Act,  These  exemp- 
tions were  removed  or  rendered  almost 
meaningless  during  the  war,  with  the 
assent  of  a Parliament  that  had  forgotten 
how  to  say  "no  " If  in  the  past  a standing 


exemption  ol  $1,500  lor  single  individuals 
and  $2,500  for  families  was  considered  rea- 
sonable, what  could  be  said  of  the  position 
today  when  inflation  has  driven  living  costs 
to  twice  their  normal  size? 

The  restoration  of  the  exemptions,  at 
whatever  figure  Parliament  considered  rea- 
sonable in  the  light  of  the  circumstances, 
would  do  much  to  restore  some  degree  of 
balance  to  an  income  tax  that  has  grown 
very  lopsided  with  the  years,  it  would  mean 
more  take  home  pay  for  Canadian  homes 
and  for  single  individuals;  remove  much  of 
the  drive  from  the  cost-of-llvlng  paper- 
chase,  and  help  to  stabilize  Canada  s do- 
mestic economy  on  a plane  that  most  Indi- 
viduals could  understand  Considered  by 
themselves,  the  present  punitive  Canadian 
luxation  rates  are  out  of  line  with  what 
should  pertain  in  the  third  postwar  year. 
Taken  in  conjunction  with  all  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  restricting  individual  effort, 
they  have  become  widely  unjust  The  Initial 
$500,000,000  of  over-collection  is  probably 
lost  to  the  taxpayers,  but  there  is  no  reason 
under  heaven  why  that  should  be  repeated.

The  long  list  of 
fires  deliberately  set,  or  suspected  to  have 
been  set.  on  Vancouver  Islknd  and  the  Main 
land  this  year  has  given  rise  to  widespread 
concern,  and  the  misplaced  leniency  ex- 
tended to  Haines  by  the  lower  court  de- 
prived his  sentence  of  much  of  its  deterrent 
value.  ' 

In  Haines'  case  the  five-year  term  origi- 
nally meted  out  was  Inadequate  both  as 


punishment  and  as  an  example  to  others. 
This  54-year-old  man  in  the  dead  of  night 
put  the  flame  to  a bunkhouse  at  Youbou, 
knowing  It  to  be  occupied  by  sleeping  men 
In  the  blaze  that  followed  two  men  lost  their 
lives,  fourteen  others  were  injured,  and  it 
was  only  by  heroic  rescue  efforts  that  the 
death  toll  was  not  greater  Haines  remained 
at  large  long  enough  to  set  yet  another  fire 
three  weeks  later,  before  his  arrest  and  con- 
viction on  another  count.  His  plea  before 
the  Court  of  Appeal  was  that  hr  did  not 
know  why  he  had  done  it 

If  the  public  is  to  be  protected  against 
such  men.  therr  should  be  no  thought  of 
clemency  when  crimes  of  this  nature  are 
proved  in  the  courts.

Monetary  Value  of  Immigrants 

• From  an  Editorial  In  The  Windsor  Start 


f N eight  months  of  1943  almost 
1 80  000  immigrant*  a;«tved  In  Can- 
ada or  more  than  In  the  entire  year 
of  1947,  By  the  end  of  this  year  the 
total  for  the  12  months  may  reach 
125,000. 

These  people  ar*  valuable  assets. 
They  are  producers  and  consumers; 
people  who  will  help  develop  this 
country,  some  with  special  skills  and 
aptitudes  who  will  start  new  busi- 
ness^ and  industries,  or  contribute 
greatly  to  established  concern*.  One 
country  which  has  benefited  much 
Irom  immigration  In  the  pa.>i  has  an 
actual,  though  secret,  scale  of  values. 
These  run  up  to  120  000  for  the  Ideal 
type  of  immigrant. 

The  estimate  1*  based  upon  ag< 
physique,  education,  nationality  and 
other  attributes  of  the  Immigrant*. 
Those  from  the.  British  Isles  rank  first 
as  to  nationality  As  to  age.  a younR 
adult  is  best  A young  adult  has  been 
educated,  trained,  fed  and  clothed  In 
his  native  nation.  He  comes  to  the 
receiving  country  ready  to  go  to  work 
and  has  a long  life  of  work  and  pro- 
duction ahead  of  him 

This  Is  one  reason  why  certain  coun- 
tries frown  on  emigration.  When  ■ 
high-class  young  man  or  woman 
leaves,  the  Investment  made  In  hts  or 
her  upbringing  and  education  goe*  too 
In  an  economic  sense  those  emigrants 
represent  a loas, 


It  would  be  difficult,  of  cuut.se.  to 
put  any  accurate  estimate  on  the  cash 
value  of  the  80,000  immigrant*  who 
already  have  come  to  Canada  this  year 
or  the  125.000  expecled  for  the  whole 
year.  The  great  majority  of  them  ar- 
young.  They  are  all  healthy,  else  Jiey 
would  not  be  admitted  Many  of  them 
are  well  educated  From  the  displaced 
persons'  camps  of  Europe,  lor  In- 
stance, Canada  has  been  getting  me 
cream  of  the  crop 
To  use  an  arbitrary  estimate,  merely 
for  Illustrative  purpose*,  let  us  suppose 
that  125,000  do  reach  Canada  In  1948 
and  that  their  average  monetary  vaiur 
to  this  country  is  SlO.OOp  That  repre- 
sents an  aaset  of  11,250.000.000.  ap- 
proximately one-tenth  of  Canadas 
national  debt  This  estimate,  be  It 
high  or  low.  does  not  Include  actual 
cash  or  other  material  assets  tlu  im- 
migrants bring  with  them 
It  perhaps  seems  a callous  proeeduie 
thus  to  place  a cash  value  on  a human 
being,  savoring  of  the  alave  market. 
But,  all  of  theae  are  coming  of  their 
own  free  will,  glad  to  come  and  to  pay 
their  own  way.  Canada  does  not 
spend  any  money,  except  for  regular 
immigration  services,  in  getting  them 
Some  few  will  prove  liabilities,  bu* 
these  will  be  the  exceptions  Thr  im- 
migrants. on  the  whole,  will  be  fine 
asset*  to  Canada,  whether  the  mone- 
tary or  any  other  yardstick  Is  used
